Dr. Wallace said his own studies of human mito- 
chondrial DNA indicated that Homo sapiens originat- 
ed in Asia rather than in Africa, and about 100,000 
years ago rather than 140.000 years ago. 

He said evidence from the mitochondrial DNA did 
not necessarily indicate that human DNA is traceable 
to a single person, although it probably suggested a 
small number of ancestors.

WASHINGTON — In a dra- 
matic loss for the Republican lead- 
ership and President Ronald Rea- 
gan, toe Senate has barely defeated 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to require a balanced federal 
budget. The vote was 66-34, one 
vote short of the required two- 
thirds majority. 

Ten Republicans joined 24 Dem- 
ocrats m defeating the proposal 
The other 43 Republicans and 23 
Democrats voted yes. 

Senators on both rides of the 
issue said that approval in Decem- 
ber of the new Granun-Rudman- 
Hoflings budget-balancing law was 
toe key factor in the debate and 
vole Tuesday evening. 

Senator Joseph R. Biden Jr. of 
Delaware, tire ranking Democrat 
on tire Judiciary Committee, said: 
“We have Gramm- Rudman — let’s 
see how it works. That's my ratio- 
nale for not voting for h.” 

Senators agreed that the new law 
allowed several past supporters of 
the amendment to vote no. The 
Senate approved a balanced budget 
amendment in 1982 on a vote of 69- 
31. 

Mr. Reagan had listed the 
amendment among his chief legis- 
lative priorities, and made a num- 
ber of telephone calls to wavering 
senators over the past few days. 
Still, Senator Dennis DeConcmi, 
an Arizona Democrat, criticized 
Mr. Reagan, saying, “Obviously he 
didn’t make enough.” 

(The White House issued a state- 
ment that Mr. Reagan “is disap- 
pointed that the Senate failed by 
only a single vote to simply ask toe 
American Congress to do what ev- 
ery American family must: spend 
no more money than they take in.” 
The Associated Press reported. 

[The “close vote merely spurs us 
to come back and try again,” the 
statement said.] 

Bob Dole, the Senate majority 
leader, shook his head in disap- 
pointment as the roll-call vote end- 
ed with him unable to switch the 
one vote be needed to win. Like Mr.

ed the amendment immediately 
criticized two members of their

Under the amendment that 
failed to win approval on Tuesday, 
tax laws could not be changed to 
increase revenue unless approved 
byamajority of the whole House of 


Representatives and the whole Sen- 
ate. As Congress is currently con- 
stituted, this would require SI sena- 
tors and 218 representatives voting 
in favor. 

There would be no year-to-year 
limit on how much revenue could 

increase based on normal economic 
growth. Spending would not be al- 
lowed to exceed revenue in any 
year unless war was declared. It 
would take a three- fifths vote of the 
whole House and the whole Senate 
to approve a deficit in any year. 

The am endmen t also would re- 
quire the president to submit a bal- 
anced budget and require a three- 

fifths vote of each bouse to raise the 

debt ceiling. 

Amendments to the UJS. Consti- 
tution are proposed either by a con- 
stitutional convention or by a two- 


toirds vote of toe House and toe 
Senate. They take effect only if 
ratified by three-fourths of the 
state legislatures. 

Over toe years, those pushing for 
a balanced budget amendment 
have lobbied state legislatures to 
call for a constitutional conven- 
tion, and 32 erf the required 34 have 
done so at one time or another. But 
DO legislature has done so recently.

Despite Tragic History , 
N. Y. Sweatshops Persist

NEW YORK — It was 75 years 
agq that a fire at the Triangle Shirt- 
waist Co. killed 146 workers in a 
crowded factory. Although the 
tragedy gave rise to a new era of 
labor reform and health and safety 
laws, thousands of immigrants still 
work today in hundreds of similar 
sweatshops in New York City's 
garment industry. 

The Triangle Shirtwaist fire 
shaped (he views of a generation of 
reformers, among them Frances 
Perkins, who later became secre- 
tary of labor in the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, and Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, an architect of toe Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act of 1 935, 
still the foundation of union rights. 

The sweatshops that operate 
now, some not far from the site of 
the Triangle fire, are not as hazard- 
ous or exploitative as those of 75 
years ago, but wage, health and 
safety laws frequently are violated. 

. Each morning, thousands of men 
and women, many of (hem illegal 
immigrants, work 10-hour days at a 
furious tempo amid a noisy chorus 
of sewing machines and steam 
presses. 

In crowded, concealed and often 
hazardous workrooms they manu- 
facture the high-fashion articles of 
do thing featured in the most ex- 
pensive boutiques and showrooms 
of the dty. For this, they frequently 
receive less than the minimum 
wage, sometimes as little as $2 an 
hour. 

Paid according to a piecework 
system, workers scramble to com- 
plete as many blouses, darts or 
dresses as possible in a workday. 
With lunch periods Krmted'to^jO 


minutes, nearly their entire day is 
spent at their work tables. 

According to government and 
industry officials, sweatshops are 
those that pay below the federal 
minimum wage of $335 an hour, 
provide no fringe benefits and vio- 
late child labor laws. Such shops 
also violate sanitation and building 
codes. 

Their presence is a consequence 
of the unrelenting pressure on do- 
mestic manufacturers to produce 
garments more cheaply than they 
are made overseas. 

“It is a natural condition built 
into today’s garment system.” said 
Emanuel Tobier, a professor of 
economics and p lanning at New 
York University, who has studied 
the industry. 

“Given the squeeze taking place 
in the manufacturing end of the 
garment industry by low-wage 
competition from overseas and 
other parts of the country,” Mr. 
Tobier said, “many employers face 
a greater temptation than before to 
squeeze wages and flout laws on 
working conditions.” 

Officials from the State Depart- 
ment of Labor estimate toe number 
of sweatshops in the city at 2,000 to 
3.000. 

Shops as small as a single room 
or as large as an expansive loft 
usually are set up in neighborhoods 
where recent immig rants have set- 
tled. Many of these people are un- 
skilled. unable to speak English 


and willing to work under dirty and 
unsafe conditions- at low wages. 

Sweatshops are difficult to con- 
trol officials say, because of toe 
sheer number of shops and the 
shortage of local state and federal 
agencies to investigate them.

Making Cars Safer 
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Gains and Risks Off Libya 


With two days of combat in the Gulf of 
Sidra, the United States establishes the hard 
credibility of its determination to resist Lib- 
ya's annexation of international waters. That 
was die stated purpose erf the naval exercise 
that provoked the conflict. But are there other, 
unstated goals? The answers to that question 
are hardly obvious, but speculation is healthy. 

It has been dear from the start of this 
operation, whose various scenarios were ap- 
parently carefully rehearsed in Washington 
weeks ago, that it could be seen as offering 
plenty of additional benefits. Some are purely 
technical, like the testing of missiles and mis- 
sile defenses. Some are military, like disabling 
Moamer Qadhafi’s prized new Soviet missiles. 
Some axe diplomatic: sharp humiliation of the 
aggravating, dangerously erratic Libyan lead- 
er. Would such humiliation encourage an in- 
ternal rebellion among disgruntled Libyan of- 
ficers? Could the confhct draw Egypt into the 
field against a neighbor it detests? 

Thoughts of soch gains, however, also imply 
big risks. Whatever America learns from en- 
gagements that test missiles and missile de- 
fenses, the Sonet Union is likely to learn as 


much or more. If Colonel Qadhafi survives 
what looks like a punitive assault, he will no 
longer seem an erratic loner but an Arab 
martyr upholding the holy cause of sovereign- 
ty. Should <me of his missiles seme a hit, 
causing American casualties, the conflict could 
suddenly turn far less predictable. 

The accounting so far suggests that the main 
benefit of making America's determination 
dear outweighs the risks. Libya’s daim and 
cause have received only Up service from Is- 
lamic nations, with the important exceptions 
of Iran and Syria. European allies, some with 
big commercial stakes in Libya, are restraining 
their tongues. Despite the destruction of a 
Soviet orissile installation in Libya, the re- 
sponse from Moscow has so far beat guarded. 

The 10-day naval exercise, however, will 
continue until April 2. The final accounting 
will be determined by ’the care with which 
Sixth Fleet commanders cm the scene and their 
superiors in Washington manage their discre- 
tion and their temptations, and by the clarity 
with which Presdent Reagan justifies the rides 
that the engagement has incurred.

Mere Words for Haiti? 


Haitians who risked aD to end nearly three 
decades of dictatorship hoped for more than a 
mere change of faces at the top. But in the first 
six weeks of the new regime not even that 
cosmetic change was folly achieved. As the 
junta's leader. General Henri Namphy, moves 
to contain spreading unrest, a Reagan admin- 
istration rightly proud of its role in speeding 
the departure of his predecessor, Jean-Claude 
Duvalier, needs to make dear its continued 
support for Haiti's democrats. 

The six-man junta that took power in Port- 
au-Prince Last mouth included three notorious 
Duvalier henchmen along with two profes- 
sional soldiers and only one opposition figure, 
the human rights activist Gerard Gourgue. 
The Duvalierist survivors were influential 
enough to let infamous torturers and financial 
cronies of the old regime escape Haitian jus- 
tice: Last Thursday Mr. Gourgue angrily re- 
signed, denouncing the junta’s failure to (dean 
house. A public already aroused by an earlier 
incident in which government soldiers gunned 
down civilians over a traffic dispute then 
erupted into widespread protests. For the first 
time, slogans against the junta and for a civil- 
ian government were heard. These events 
prompted General Namphy to purge the three

who had been allowed to escape: 

But aril peace, and Haiti’s hopes for de- 
mocracy and justice, depend on the introduc- 
tion of new policies as wdL 

Twenty-nine years of terror and (Milage left 
Haiti with minrnnm reserves of capital and 
administr ative experience. Much of the profes- 
sional class is in exile; for those who remain 
behind, wages ore inadequate and jobs scarce. 
The many foreign governments that now offer 
help need reassurance that the government can.

confidence and support of its people: Potential 
private investors seek the same reassurance. 
The need is urgent to involve civ ilians who led 
resistance to the Duvalier dictatorship, regu- 
larize political party and trade onion life and 
set a realistic target date for free elections. 

In the final days of the Duvalier regime. 
Secretary of State George Sraltzpubhdy pro- 
claimed Washington's preference for a Haitian 
government “put there by the democratic pro- 
cess” — words that helped seal the dictator’s 
doom. A few more such well chosen words 
from Washington now could give a vital boost 
to Haitian democrats and their cause.

Games in the Golf of Sidra 

The military conflict between Libya and the 
United States in the Gulf of Sidra reflects 
credit mi neither coontry. By every standard of 
civilized international conduct, die regime of 
Colonel Moamer Qadhafi is dearly in the 
wrong. But this does not mean (hat the United 
States emerges with an enhanced reputation. 
The world expects a higher standard of calm 
maturity from a superpower which is also a 
democratic, pluralistic state, than it does from 
a regime which, in too many respects, has 
consistently chosen to stand beyond the pale 
of international respectability.

There is no doubt that the American war- 
ships and planes were sent deliberately across 
the “line of death” to show Colonel Qadhafi 
that the United States does not recognize his 
unilaterally drawn line and that even the Sovi- 
et Union cannot change this. By shooting at 
the planes over international waters, the colo- 
nel stepped into Mr. Reagan's trap even 
though it was dearly risible. The United States 
provoked Libya in order to test his leadership 
and show, quite literally, his limits.

The military incidents in the Mediterranean 
have been carefully premeditated by (he White 
House which, although it has international law 
on its side, has been eager for weeks to demon- 
strate its military superiority in the face of the 
trumpet blasts from Colonel Qadhafi. Will the 
confrontation go any farther? Nobody knows 
yet, but President Reagan seems determined 
not to stop his demonstration at this poinL

In the Sidra crisis, the real dispute is not 
about more or less territorial water, since nu- 
merous countries have established sovereignty 
over as many miles of sea as Libya claims now 
without triggering any land of military provo- 
cation. The essential factor is the ostentatious- 
ly deliberate provocation by Washington, and 


Tripoli's unbudging refusal to reconsider. Un- 
til now the United States had refrained from 
announcing that it was crossing the line, when 
it was presumably doing so, and limited itself 
to asserting that it had done so weeks or 
months earlier. The alleged confrontation can 
stop now and leave both sides satisfied with 
this dud to draw first blood. But both the 
North American intent to prove; by a show of 
political machismo, lack of fear of the “fine of 
death” and Libyan persistence in putting up 
gates in the sea are uncalled for and reckless. 

Washington's pressure on Colonel Qadhafi. 
meanwhile, can only improve the Libyan lead- 
er’s diplomatic standing in Arab public opin- 
ion, with the result that his many enemies 
smoug the brothers of his own race and culture 
draw little enthusiasm for US. policy. 

The worst aspect of this policy is thus its 
lack of daiity. After the provocation and the 
Libyan answer have led to an aimed confron- 
tation, what can Washington do? Invade Lib- 
ya? Bomb Tripoli? President Reagan does not ' 
seem to have a real policy that goes beyond 
harassment — and so the military harassment 
makes no sense: As long as Washington goes 
no further, it enhances the credit of its public 
enemy; if the situation slips into something 
worse, nobody knows what the next step will 
be. For all these reasons, the international 
situation would be healthier if the warships 
and the Libyan defeases stopped playing 
games in the Gulf of Sidra.

Unpredictable Holy War in Holy Week 


W ASHINGTON —It is odd that 
the Reagan administration 
chose Holy Week to risk a holy war 
with Moamer Qadhafi and his zealots 
in Libya, but the missiles are flying. 

This craziness probably will not 
go on very long. They are playing 
“chicken," the children's game we 
used to play back in the alley with the 
big guy putting chips on his shoulder 
and daring the little guys to knock 
them off. But it's more serious now. 

The administration is trying to get 
rid of scoundrels in Tripoli and Ma- 
nagua, bm the president is not mak- 
ing his purpose dear. He is pretend- 

a that if only he could get S100 
on out of Congress for the oppo- 
nents of the Sandimsts in Nicaragua, 
afl would be well in Central America. 
And he is pretending he Ha* a 
battle fleet cruising through the Med- 
iterranean off the coast cf Libya 
merely to defend the right of passage 
through the international seas. 

Tbs raises a recurring question: 
Why can’t we get a plain and honest 
answer out of this administration 
about what it is trying to do? 

Nobody believes that President 
Reagan has three aircraft carriers off 
the coast of Libya to assure freedom 
of the sea. His navy commands the 
oceans and can go anywhere it likes. 
He is just trying to topple a couple of 
governments and stop Libyan-spon- 
sored terrorism by military action. 

The question is whether this strate- 
gy will work, and the honest answer 
in a divided Congress is that it won’L 
On the contrary, the chances are 
that Colonel Qadhafi and his obedi-

enl terrorists, unable to match US. 
□aval and air power, will increase 
their attacks on the vulnerable US. 
embassies abroad and even on the 
fragile electronic installations within 
the great rides of America. 

At the same time that he was dar- 
ing Colonel Qadhafi in the Mediter- 
ranean. Mr. Reagan or somebody 
else sent US. vessels into the Black 
Sea, dose enough to monitor Soviet 
communications, and exploded a nu- 
clear device just when Mikhail Gor- 
bachev was calling for a moratorium 
on all nuclear testing. There is a ques- 
tion here about what may be the 
result of this rise in tension between 
the two major nod ear powers. 

The chances are that, as the tension 
rises, Congress will put aside its 
doubts and support the president It 
will probably give him militaiy aid 
for Nicaragua next month, which 
may have been what he had in mmd 
by raising the ante with Moscow. 

The Russians have been very quiet 
about all this, leaving aside .the usual 
garbage from Pravda and Izvestia. 
They provided the Libyan missiles 
and may have lost some technicians 
when the imsak ate was hit, but they 
haven't made much of a point of it 

There is a minor flap in Washing- 
ton oyer whether the president had 
the right, without consulting Con- 
gress. to order the navy into a con- 
frontation with Libya. Tip O'Neill, 
the Democratic speaker of the house, 
supported the president; as he usually 


does whenever toe president gets in a 
tight spot overseas. But Dante Fas- 
cefl, toe Democratic chairman of toe 
House Foreign Affairs' Committee, 
fnsf«nvt that toe deployment of US, 
naval forces in a dangerous position 
“constituted froartbe outset a situa- 
tion where imm i n ent involvement in 
hostilities was a distinct possibility," 
which be said was a violation of the 
War Powers Resolution of 1973, 
since the president did not notify 
Congress of his intention in advance. 

Nevertheless, toe president, con- 
demned for talking a lot and doing 
voy little about the Communist men- 
ace, decided to make an issue both (rf 
Nicaragua and of Libya, and so far 
public opinion is with trim. 

How his gamble cranes out will 
probably not be determined by argu- 
ments in the press or on the floor of 
Congress but by events an toe ground 
in Nicaragua and on the sea off Lib- 
ya. This nobody can predict 

As Mr. Reagan has said. Colonel 
Qadhafi is a flaky chamber who 
might do anything. Since be presides 
over a congregation cf religious be- 
lievers who regard death as a reward, 
toere is no tdlmg what Ins defeat win 
mean in toe coming months. 

Like Ayatollah Ruhoflah Khomei- 
ni in Iran, failure has gone to his 
bead, and toe outlook is not for less 
terrori sm in toe future but for more. 
This is the chance cf holy war that 
President Reagan took in Hofy Week. 
Maybe he was right m concentrating 
as usual on toe headlines, but, holy 
smokes, maybe he's wrong.

Haiti: This Time Could Be Different 


W ASHINGTON — The flight 
into exile by Jean-Claude 
Duvafier has a precedent A genera- 
tion ago Haiti was sedately ruled by 
an officer named Paul Magloire un- 
til a decline in tbe economy, largely 
due to devastation of crops by a 
hurricane, undermined his author- 
ity. (hi a December evening in 1956 
Colonel Magloire and his wife were 
led to a plane and flown into exile. 
There was a period of rejoicing that 
turned into rioting, much like last 
month’s outburst, and soon tire 
country held a presidential election. 

The winner was Franks Duva- 
lier, who ruled with extreme brutal- 
ity until ins death 14 years later, 
when, in tire regal manner, his son 
Jean-Claude succeeded him. As in 
1957, Haiti is now moving ag ain 
toward a presidential election. But 
there is very little in the country’s 
experience to suggest to Haitians 
(hat elections alone will lead to a 
better and more just government. 

Haiti has always been afflicted 
by internal divisions that led to rule 
by the sword and gun. There is a 
long history of tension between toe 
mufanoes who comprise most of 
the small educated elite and the 
blacks, of whom the great majority 
are, or until recently were, peasant 
fanners. In the terms of that divi- 
sion, Francois Duvalier represented 
the black populist movement. 

A crucial change from toe 1950s 
has been the tout of the peasant 
population from the stripped and 
impoverished countryside into tire 
overcrowded cities. With unem- 
ployment very high there, one con- 
sequence was the stream of desper- 
ate people trying to make their way 
by smml boats across tbe open sea 
to Florida. That route of escape was 
dosed by the U.S. Coast Guard in

late 1981. further raising social 
pressures in the Haitian cities. 

That, at least one Haitian politi- 
cian argues, indirectly contributed 
to the discontent that eventually led 
to the expulsion of Mr. Duvalier. 

He is gone, but widespread suspi- 
cion of tbe present government re- 
mains. After all. it is made up pre- 
dominantly of people who were 
close to Mr. Duvalier and who hdd 
office under him. Some Haitians go 
further to argue that, while tire 
United States was happy to see Mr. 
Duvalier pushed out, it will contin- 
ue to support the social structure 
and the small elite that controls 
most of the country’s wealth. 

That accusation is probably cor- 
rect in tire sense that UJS. aid gives 
priority to economic devdopmeni 
lor a country as a whole, rather 
than to income equalization. For 
Haiti, any rational development 
strategy will have to try to attract as 
much foreign investment as possi- 
ble. and to persuade some of Haiti’s 
expatriate middle class to return. 
That is not consistent with any very 
heavy emphasis on equalization. 

But the beginnings of a stronger 
economy are already visible. In an 
illuminating monograph, Ernest H. 
Preeg, who was the U.S. ambassa- 
dor in Port-au-Prince in the early 
1980s, prams out that Haiti has 
been moving away from total de- 
pendence on agricultural commod- 
ities for its foreign earnings. By 
1983. manufactured goods were 
half erf its exports. That implies not 
only more stable foreign income 
but important social movement as 
well, as toe middle class grows. 

The most rapid expansion has 


been in what are called the assem- 
bly industries — plants that use 
Haitian labor to assemble compo- 
nents produced elsewhere, re-ex- 
porting tbe finished products. Mr. 
Preeg counted about 200 compa- 
nies m that sector, of which about 
80, he said, were wholly owned by 
Haitians. Another 60 or so included 
Haitians as- part owners. 

The assembly industries illus- 
trate one advantage of being only a 
toon distance from tbe United 
States. But there is a corresponding 
disadvantage. A great many Hai- 
tians have friends and relatives in 
tbe United States and know a lot 
about wage levels and social bene- 
fits there. The wages in Haitian 
assembly plants are $3 or $4 a day. 
Thai is several times the going wage 
in rural Haiti for those fortunate 
enough to find any work at all, but 
a lot of Haitians also know that S3 
is below the minimum wage for an 
hour's work in the United Steles.

MANILA — The Philippine 
commission investigating the 
wealth of Ferdinand E. Marcos will 
file criminal charges against him to 
facilitate efforts to recover assets 
reportedly held in Swiss bank ac- 
counts, a commission member said 
Wednesday. 

Raul Para, a member of the 
Presidential Commissi on on Good 
Government, said the charges had 

to be filed to meet requirements for 
the waiver or banking secrecy laws 
in Switzerland regarding the re- 
ported Marcos accounts. 

He made the statement a day 
after the Swiss government took 
the unusual step of ordering a 
freeze of the assets of Mr. Marcos, 
bis family and associates. The 
Swiss said the measure fallowed 
efforts to withdraw funds from 
Switzerland. 

Switzerland's governing Federal 
Council did not say how much 
matey might be involved or in 
what banks it might be held. The 
freeze order was open-ended. 

A member of the Philippine 
commission, Pedro Yap. is in Swit- 
zerland for- talks on recovering 
Marcos assets. 

[Mr. Yap met Wednesday with 
officials from the Swiss foreign and 
finance ministries as well as the 
Swiss National Bank and the Fed- 
eral Banking Commission, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said in Bern, 
The Associated Press reported. Mr. 
Yap is expected to appear in a 
Swiss court Thursday to present 
evidence to support the freeze.] 

Mr. Dazasaid that far the Philip- 
pines to recover any assets, Mr. 


Marcos and his associates must be 
found punishable under Swiss and 
Philippine laws. He said criminal 
charges filed in the Philippines 
should correspond to acts punish- 
able under Swiss laws.

Five-Year Plan Welcomes 
New Technologies IBBHfl 


In the eady weeks of this year 
professional planners in Bulgaria 
must have breached a sigh of 
relief. Notwithstanding the set- 
backs suffered by the economy 
in 1989, the targets set for the 
country's eighth Five- Year Plan 
(which came to an end on De- 
cember 31) seemed to have been 
fulfilled in broad outline. 

Ivan Mixinsld, general man- 
ager of the National Hanning 

Commission, sitting in a modest 
office near Sofia's Lenin Square, 
was confident that everything 
was under control and char there 
had in fact actually been an in- 


crease in the rate of the country’s 
growth. His thoughts were on 
the future. The main feature of 
the new Five-Year Plan would 
be the speedy introduction of 
new rechrwtagies in which Bul- 
garia hoped to utilize the experi- 
ence of the entire world. This 
included the development of 
electronics (especially micro- 
electronics), increased attention 
to biotechnology and the em- 
ployment of new materials. For 
these purposes investment capi- 
tal was available 
Everything in the plan, Mir- 
inski stressed, was aimed at 


strengthening Bulgaria’s pos- 
tion in the wodd, including that 
vis-a-vis Western partners. Al- 
though contacts in die Council 
for Mutual Economic Assistance 
remained die prime consider- 
ation — the share of tool trade 
with the region is 75 percent and 
rising — Bulgaria intended to 
experiment with new forms of 
economic cooperation with for- 
eign. countries "making use of 
experience they have gained,” a 
phrase that seemed to refer to 
the experiments being underta- 
ken in Hungary and Yugoslavia, 
not always with success. 


So far, for instance, Bulgaria 
has not shown much enthusiasm 
for promoting small enterprises 
launched on private initiative. It 
is felt in official dicks that this 
would not contribute toward an 
improvement in die standard of 
living. On a purely pragmatic 
basis, any visitor to Sofia would 
be bound to disagree with this 
opinion. Street vendors and the 
market stalls on Surkov Street 
provide many of the essentials, 
and even luxuries, of life un- 
available in the city's drab de- 
partment stores. 

In the view of the National 
Planning Commission, it would 
be desirable to expand Bulgaria's 
contacts with ail Western coun- 
tries, including West Germany, 
which is already a major partner.

China Set 
To Double 
Its Debt 

Budget Includes 
Foreign Loans

BEIJING — China win more 
than double its. foreign borrowing 
this year while strengthening con- 
trol over foreign debt and commer- 
cial borrowings, senior Chinese of- 
ficials said in annual budget 
addresses Wednesday. 

Foreign loans are expected to 
account for 53 billion yuan ($1.7 
billion) of state receipts this year, 
up from 23 billion yuan in 1985, 
Finance Minister Wang Bingqian 
said in speech before the Nauonal 
People's Congress. 

Foreign trade is expected to total 
556.8 billion, down 4 percent from 
J59.21 billion last year, with in- 
creased exports and decreased im- 
ports aimed at balancing foreign 
exchange, the state planning minis- 
ter, Song Ping, said in another ad- 
dress. 

China had a record trade deficit 
last year of S14.9 billion, though 
neither official mentioned it in 
their speech. 

Hie 214-bilHon-yuan 1986 bud- 
get also pnyosed to reduce manda- 
tory planning, tighten controls on 
foreign exchange, raise grain pro- 
duction and slow an overheated 
construction boom. 

Military spending was budgeted 
at 19.1 billion yuan. Mr. Wang 
said. Analysts said that the figure, 
up 430 million yuan from 1984, 
understated total nnhtaiy spend- 
ing, much of winch was included 
under other budget categories. 

The increased foreign borrow- 
ings remained a mere fraction of 
the 1986 budget Western bankers 
said they were likely to continue to 
comprise loans from the World 
Bank and other governments, 
short-term commercial loans and a 
handful of Chinese bonds floated 
overseas. 

Slate control over foreign com- 
mercial borrowings would be 
strengthened under the budget, Mr. 
Song said, with the Bank of China, 
the foreign exchange bank, haring 
“chief responsibility for contract- 
ing foreign commensal Joans.".

GENEVA — Growth in world 
trade slewed markedly in 1985 
after its robust recovery the year 
before, according to a report 
made public Thursday by the 
secretariat of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade. 

However, the deceleration this 
time may not signal the onset of 
a new global recession. Instead, a 
number of upbeat new factors 
may cause a renewed upsurge in

That is the most encouraging 
finding in the report. With its 94 
member nations, including all 
major industrialized democra- 
cies, GATT oversees and seeks to 
encourage the growth of world 
trade Its reports, issued semin- 
annualiy, are respected as highly 
authoritative assessments on the 
state of world trade. 

Since GATT is considered 
highly circumspect and cautious, 
its upbeat pronouncement pro- 
voked considerable interest 
among trade experts in Geneva. 
Arthur Dunkd, GATT’s director

predictions could only come true 
if governments took advantage 
of decreasing inflation and fall- 
ing interest rates to pursue 
growth-oriented policies.

$1.56 Billion

NEW YORK — The Bdzbeig 
family of Canada offered Wednes- 
day to acquire Ashland Oil Inc. for 
at least $60 a share, or about $136 
btflian. 

The offer came in a letter to John 
R_ Hall, Ashland's chairman and 
chief executive, from Samuel Bdz- 
beig, chairman of First City Finan- 
cial Cwp., the Bdzberg family’s 
principal bolding company. 

Margaret Thomson, a spokes- 
woman at the oD company’s head- 
quarters in Ashland. Kentucky, 
said the company bad no immedi- 
ate comment on the proposal 

The Bdzberg letter was induded 
in a filing that First City made with 
the U.S. Securities and Exchange 
Commission in which the company 
disclosed that it already owns 2.63 
million, or 92 percent, of Ash- 
land’s approximately 28.6 million 
common shares outstanding. 

At $60 a share, it would cost 
First City $136 trillion to buy the 
r emaining stock. 

After the Beizberg’s offer was 
announced, Ashland’s common 
stock jumped $3 a share to $55 cm 
the New York Slock Exchange. 

In his letter Mr. Bdzberg said 
that while Fast City was prepared 
to reach an agreement with Ash- 
land providing for the $60-a-share 
offer, “if you enter into good faith 
negotiations with us webdieve that 
working together we can negotiate 


a higher price for Ashland's stock- 
holders.” 

“If you reject our proposal and 
our offer to negotiate, we will con- 
sider all a vaila ble alternatives,” 
Mr. Bdzberg wrote. The bid’s 
deadline is 5 P.M. local time on 
Monday.

Not only are these countries 
receiving less than had been pro- 
jected in new loans, bat they are 
paying out much more 10 service 
thor debt than they are receiving in 
new loans — a negative transfer 
almost double the amount previ- 
ously estimated and increasing by 
about 60 percent a year. . 

A year ago. the bank estimated 
that this net transfer of payments 
from the developing countries to 
their creditors amounted to about 
$7 billion in 1984. But the latest 
report has nearly doubled that fig- 
ure, to $13.7 biffion for 1984, and 
estimates that the situation wors- 
ened last year to about $22 billion. 

The entire burden of this net 
transfer falls on 17 countries, which 
account for nearly half of all devel- 
oping countries’ debts. The report 
says that in 1984 these 17 paid $20 
biffion more to leaders in debt ser- 
vice — payments of interest and 
repayments of principal — than 
they received in new long-term 
loans. 

“No one can seriously daim that 
positive net transfers should con-

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Brazil Says New Method 
Is Needed to Repay Debt

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — Brazil 
cannot continue to devote 4 per- 
cent of its gross domestic product 
to servicing its SI 03- billion foreign 
debt and new mechanisms must be 
devised to ease the payment bur- 
den, Planning Minister Joao Sayad 
said Wednesday. 

“It is not acceptable that the less- 
er developed countries continue to 
finance the development of indus- 
trial nations," he told a news con- 
ference during the annual meeting 
of the Inter- American Develop- 
ment Bank. 

Speaking after a presentation to 
creditor banks on the country's an- 
ti-inflation plan presented last 
month. Mr. Sayad said that Brazil 
can service its debt through Ugh 
trade surpluses but “ways must be 
found for big debtors to obtain 
savings and not to provide them." 

He said that he welcomed Mexi- 
co’s proposal to link interest pay- 
ments to the level of its oil income 
"and we are looking to the success 
of this initiative." 

Argentina's debt negotiator, 
Mario Brodersohn, said earlier that 
the Mexican plan, which may in- 
volve bonds taken up by banks at a 
value linked to oil prices, was a 
sensible move. 

Referring to Brazil’s economic 
prospects. Mr. Sayad said he ex- 
pects inflation for March and April 
to be near zero as a result of the 
anti -inflation plan announced Feb. 
28. The inflation rate in February 
was IS percent.

Western 
clothes, stnified with an American tutor and 
attended college in Ufinois '. 

. Whtm Haru returned to Japan in T 937, dte 
had idealistic hopes of helping promote U. S,- 
Japanese friendship, but they were soon blight- 
ed. On hearing of Pearl Harbor, her reaction 
was torecalla line from the Book of Job: “The 
thing 1 greatly feared has come uponome.” 

Devastated though it was by the war, Japan 
in 1945, as she says, was a far mote pcomistng 
country for someone with her background than 
ithad been in 1937. She worked as. a translator

BOSTON — Sending a baseball player down to the 
minor leagues is usually a routine matter. But when 
the Boston Red Sox dripped a rookie named Purapsie 
Green to their Minneapolis farm team in 1959, it 
caused an uproar. The local chapter of the NAA.CP 
called the move “outrageous.” and team officials woe 
called to testify before the state comnrissioa against 
discrimination. 

Whether Greet had the talent to play in the big time 
was almost beside the point. He was blade; the deri- 
sion id farm him out meant that the Red Sox. the last 

all-white team in the major iqipifi would rem ain 

segregated at least a while longer. 

Green eventually made his debut that July, 12 years 
after Jackie Robinson broke baseball’s color line.

What accounts for the team’s per ennial shortage of 
minority players? Are the Red Sox, as Harper and 
other critics have charged, slower to sign and develop 
them, quicker to release them or to trade them away? 
And in a city with a history of racial tension, how well 
is the team bearing its civic responsibility? 

“As people who wear the uniform of a great city, the 
Red Sox have got to be concerned about the message 


they send,” said Mayor Raymond L Flynn. “They 
made a big mistake firing Tommy Harper. He’s good 
for baseball and he’s good for Boston.” 

The Red Sox have encountered racial problems off 
the field as well. In the 1970s, the stale discrimination 
commission found that minorities were underrepre- 
sented in all phases of the team’s operation. The panel 
later found that the dub had violated its promise to 
correct Ihe situation, and bad virtually ignored its own 
equal-opportunity officer — Tommy Harper. 

By almost all accounts, blacks in Boston largely 
boycott Fenway Park. “When I go, there are no other 
blacks there,” said Hubie Jones, dean of Boston Uni- 
versity’s School of Social Work, who has written on 
race and sports, ^t might as well be hockey.” 

“Ridiculous,” says Gorman. Of the 130 players in 
ibe Boston system, 27 (including four of the team’s top 
five prospects) are black or Hispanic, be notes. 

Harper joined the Red Sox in 1972. During his first 
spring training, he says, he noticed that white guest 
cards to the local EDts lodge, one of the few places in. 
Winter Haven that saved meals, had been placed in 
some lockers. Reggie Smith, a black teammate, ex- 
plained to him that the dub did not serve blacks. 

In 1980, when Harper became the team’s first-base 
coach, he learned that the team was still distributing 
passes to those who asked for them. In 1984, he said, 
he complained about the practice to the team owner, 
Haywood Sullivan. Sullivan, he said, assured him time 
the practice would be ended. But last spring, Harper 
said, the cards were still available through the team’s 
public relations office to any white player, sport&wiit- 
er or team official who wanted one.' 

“I wasn’t brought up to talk about race,” Harper 
told The Boston Globe last spring. “But the Red Sox 
left me no alternative. It was just so demeaning for 
them to -accept these cards, then turn around and «»n 
me ‘teammate.’”

F I ARIS — “It’s not possible to 
prepare yourself to become a 
movie producer, ’’ said Irwin 
Winkler, 54, who produced “The 
Right Stuff," “Raring Bull," 
“Revolution” and the four 
“Rocky" films, among others. 
“It's just something that happens 
to you. like playing jazz." 

Jazz has been on hxs mind late- 
ly. He recently left Paris after two 
months of helping the director 
Bertrand Tavernier complete 
“Round Midnight,” which stars 
the saxophonist Dexter Gordon 
i in a role based on aspects of the 
lives of Bod Powell and Lester 
Young. (Herbie Hancock has 
“overall music responsibility,” 
Winkler said.) 

“Experts warned me that jazz 
movies don't sell,” Winkler said, 
shrugging. “But experts told 
Spidberg that The Color Purple,’ 
about a black family in the South, 
would not sell either. Yet it did. 
Before we did ‘Rocky,’ people 
told me nobody wanted to see 
boxing mervies.” 

A movie called “The Winkler 
Story” might begin with a New 
York University graduate mak- 
ing $40 a week in the William 
Morris Agency mail room. He 
worked his way up to assistant 
agent “After a few years I got fed 
up. I was a terrible agent. 

“I met Bob Chart off, who was 
just as fed up bring a lawyer. We 
decided to form a small manage- 
ment business. When you quit 
William Morris, usually they tdl 
you to be out of your office in 15 
minutes. But with me they said: 
Take your time. Leave in a cou- 
ple of weeks, a month, whenever 
you like/ 1 never felt so terrible in 
my life. I wasn't even a good 
enough agent to be thrown out” 
There were lean years manag- 
ing comedians and chamoises, 
until the partners met Bob O'Bri- 
en, then president of MGM. “It 
was 1963 and O’Brien thought 
there was a youth movement in 
the wind and he wanted some 
young producers. He told us to 
find a script and produce it for 
them. We said, ‘Great 1 .’ We didn't 
even know what a movie produc- 
er did." 

One script they liked was writ- 
ten for Julie Christie. O’Brien 
liked it too, but not for her. He 
wanted it for Elvis Presley. “Be-

fore I knew it” Winkler said, T 
found myself on a plane for L. A 
to produce this terrible Presley 
movie called ‘Double Trouble.’ 
Actually, O'Brien was pretty 
smart He put us in position 
where we could learn without do- 
ing too much damage.” 

The partners earned respect as 
they learned, producing such 
highly praised films as “They 
Shoot Horses, Don't They?” 

One day Winkler interviewed 
an unknown actor who “weighed 
230 pounds and, let’s put il this 
way. his diction wasn’t perfect 
There was no part for him, but on 
the way out be said, *By the way, 1 
also write scripts.’ 1 guess we all 
have our preconceived notions 
about what a writer should look 
like, and he didn't fit any of them 
But 1 was intrigued — he was 
eloquent, very bnght He said he 
had an idea for a fight movie and 


he'd write the script free with the 
understanding that *if you like it 1 
get to star in the movie.’ I said 
O. K." . 

Winkler and Chart off had a 
production arrangement with 
United Artists at the time, includ- 
ing a clause allowing them to 
make any film they wanted if It 
did not cost more than SI 5 mil- 
lion. The script was called 
“Rocky” and the partners said 
said they wanted to do it under 
that clause.. “The studio raised 
their hands in horror ’A boxing 
movie with somebody named Syl- 
vester Stallone? Come on. You’ve 
got to be kidding.’ They didn’t 
believe we could bring it in so 
cheap. They said they aright go 
for it with Bun Reynolds. ' 

“We said we had a commit- 
ment with Sly Stallone, and 
what's more we’ll do it for a nril- 
Iion. We mortgaged everything 


we owned to post a bond guaran- 
teeing that figure. But the studio 
really didn't want it and unbe- 
knownst to us they offered Sly a 
lot of money to sdl the script io 

them, which would have effec- 
tively lateen it out of circulation. - 

He was totally broke at the time, 
but he said, ‘Sony, I have a deal 
with Winkler, and Qiartoff.'” 
W inkler 's smil e had a touch pf 
irony: “It’s good that sort of 
thing doesn’t happen more often.. 
If might give you a distorted view 
of human nature." 

His interest in “Round Mid- 
night” can be traced to the 1977 
film “New York, New York.” 
about a jazz musician, which he 
produced. He and the director, 
Martin Scorsese, “couldn’t de- 
cide what ending to use. .One of 
than was the De-Niro character 
ending up in Paris, where his mu- 
sic would be appreciated. We 
didn't use it, but the idea kind of 
bung over me for years. When I 
was a kid in New York, I used to 

g to hear Illinois Jacquet in Bop 
ty and the Royal Roost Most 
people don’t even remember 
those dubs. They ware before 
Binfland. I go back a long way 
withjazz.” 

Through Scorsese he met Ta- 
vernier, and they began working 
on a film about bow living in 
Paris changed the life of an 
American jazz musician. “We 
decided right away that the prin- 
cipal character bad to be black. 
Robert Redford playing saxo- 
phone might have been more 
commercial, but it would have 
been a distortion. We recorded 
the music live on camera. This is 
almost never done, it creates cer- 
tain logistic problems, but of 
course jazz films are almost never 
done.
